STRIKE HALTS 
OPERATIONS 
IN REFINERIES 


Denver (:S») — A small settle- 


ment in the nation-wide oil indus- 
try strike may be an important 
one. 


The Independent Union of Pe- 


troleum Workers, one of 22 unions 
on strike, announced at Los An- 
geles last night a wage agree- 
ment with the Standard Oil Co. of 
California covering 5,000 work- 
ers. The agreement reportedly 
granted a wage increase of 
cents an hour—7.5 per cent retro- 
active to May 1 and 4.2 per cent 
retroactive to Jan. 1. Shift 'dif- 
ferentials will go to 6, 7% and 12 
cents an hour. 
The wage rate 


has averaged $2.02 an hour and 
differentials 4, 5 and 6 cents. 


Spokesmen immediately hailed 


the terms as possibly setting a 
pattern for other settlements In 
the oil Industry. 


Meanwhile, the grip of an oil 


workers' strike squeezed commer- 
cial, private and military avia- 
tion today, but mounted only slow- 
ly in effect for the rest of the gas- 
oline-powered nation. 


, The strike, called last Wednes- 
day, closed some of the world's 
greatest oil refineries, including 
key units for production of avia- 
tion gasoline, and was felt in dis- 
tribution facilities. 


The- result was an order yester- 


day by Secretary of Interior Os- 
car Chapman limiting the use of 
gasoline by airlines and private 
fliers. 'His order—effective at 3:01 
a. m., Eastern Standard Time, to- 
morrow—cuts fuel for airlines 30; 
per cent. Pleasure and sports 
nights by private fliers are cut 
entirely.

I had spent five years trying to 
teach school and was spending 
this year keeping books in Kane. 
In June, 1901, the Custer City 
school board elected me principal 
of the schools and I spent that 
winter teaching again and getting 
acquainted with Nellie Siggins, a 
teacher in the McKean county 
schools." Dr. Barr spoke affecti- 
onately of Mrs. Barr, the former 
Miss Siggins. 


Dr. Barr said that in July of 


1902, the Clarion district of the 
Erie Conference gave him a local 
preacher's license and recommend- 
ed him for admission to the con- 
ference, which occurred Sept. 10, 
1902, when the conference met in 
Oil City. His first charge was the 
Methodist church at Brockport, 
and he served other churches as

WAGE FREEZE 
ORDERED BY 
HIGH COURT 


Washington—(f)—The 
White 


House negotiations started by 
President Truman over the week- 
end In another effort to end the 
steel dispute have collapsed. 


And today both union and man- 


agement spokesmen privately said 
the Supreme Court freezes on 
wages In the industry, pending a 
final court ruling on government 
seizure of the mills, played a 
significant role in the breakdown. 


The 
CIO-TJnited 
Steelworkers 


and the industry quit trying to 
settle their conflict over a new 
work contract late yesterday be- 
cause, aa Presidential Assistant 
John R. Steelman put it, they 
were "so far apart that no agree- 
ment" could be reached.

U. S. Steel Corp., and CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray had been Jn 
day and night sessions with other 
union and industry officials since 
Saturday morning at the urgent 
request of President Truman.

Letters Concerning 
Soldier Son's Death 


Sugar Grove, May S—Through 


Mrs. Walter Sweeney, a. sister, it 
is learned that Mr. and Mra. Frank 
Richmond, of Daytona Beach and 
Jamestown, have received two let- 
ters from 
men who were with 


their son, Cpl. Edward Richmond, 
when he met his death In Korea on 
April 25, 1951. 


The family has had conflicting 


statements concerning his death, 
one of which was to the effect that 
his body was burled in Japan and 
\vould be brought home for re- 
interment. These two recent let- 
ters have convinced them his body 
was likely never recovered. 


One letter, written by Lt. John 


M. Noll, states he was working 
with Cpl. Richmond, repairing a 
switchboard, when 
a 
grenade 


landed between them, exploded and 
caused the local man's death. Af- 
ter the Chinese were driven off, he 
said, he carried his frlend'i body 
nearer the road, to be taken over 


by the Medical Corps. He praised 
Cpl. Richmond as "a steady, brave 
earnest and uncomplaining soldier 
and a flue Christian man and gen- 
tleman." 


The other letter came from 


Charles A. Fitzgerald, now at Fort 
Eenning, 
Ga., 
who said 
his 


friend's body was never recovered. 
The wounded were taken out first, 
he explained, and time did not per- 
mit a return for the others. The 
action took place at the 38th par- 
allel, he said. Cpl. Richmond had 
been with the troops who fought 
up through South Korea and into 
North Korea, were taken back by 
boats, and were on their way up 
again. 


Cpl. Richmond was born in Sug- 


ar Grove and attended the local 
and Jamestown High Schools. He 
served 18 months from 1946 to 
1948, much of the time in Japan, 
and was recalled as a Reserves 
member in August, 1950. 
Dur- 


ing the periods he served in the 
Army, he had started an ice cream 
business in Daytona, Fla.

have been completed during the 
post-war record improvement pro- 
gram of the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Highways while work 
scheduled for the near future ap- 
pears in outline. 


The Pennsylvania Turnpike is 


marked throughout its course, be- 
tween King of Prussia and the 
Ohio border, \vith the interchanges 
Indicated. A list of these junctions 
with Pennsylvania's State High- 
way System is printed separately 
below the map. 


Stat« parks, picnic areas, air- 


ports and the Highway Depart- 
ment's Roadside Rests are also 
marked. 
Traffic route numerals 


have been brought up to date. 


Then, too, the extent to which 


motorists may drive on widened 
highways is reflected by means of 
a special symbol indicating mul- 
tiple lane pavement and divided 
highways. 


The biggest single improvement 


has been made on the reverse side 
of the map, which also contains an 
Index to principal cities, towns and 
State Police barracks. Rules of the 
road, as well as the mileage be- 
tween points on principal routes 
and additional features. 


For the first time color has been 


added to this side of the map for 
easier reading. 
City maps of all 


communities of 25,000 population 
and upward have been simplified, 
and in some instances enlarged, on 
the theory that the motorist en- 
counters greater 
difficulties 
in 


congested communities than on the 
open road, hence needs more de- 
tailed information. 
By - passes, 


both completed and projected for 
the near future are plainly marked 


,The. map coyer page consists of

SAFEGUARD NEWARK AIRPORT 


It makes good sense the Newark airport once more 


has been opened to traffic, albeit it is still restricted 
to military planes only. 


The public indignation over the three Elizabeth, 


N. J., crashes in the airport's close orbit is thorough- 
ly understandable. Certainly every possible measure 
ought to be taken to assure safe handling of traffic 
at Newark and every other large metropolitan 
airport. 


But the extreme of closing down such a field per- 


manently is unwise. In the present state of develop- 
ment of aircrafts, airports and cities themselves, it is 
simply impractical. Were it to be resorted to gen- 
erally, hardly an airport in the United States could 
function, since most of the large ones are near big 
cities. 
,'.. Under the laws of chance, you might get three 
bad auto accidents at one single intersection in a 
space of 24 hours. But would you then^decide that 
the sensible course was to close off the intersection 
to all traffic? It's hardly likely. 


The answer to the Elizabeth crash lies not in 


banning traffic but in improving controls over land- 
ings and take-offs, improving aircraft maintenance 
and repair, guiding traffic with a full concern for the 
•risks affecting the city populations near 12-e fields.

ing has really begun, presages the greatest total of 
travel in U. S. history., And since the death curve 
tends to follow the travel curve consistently, we 
may.be in for a new high in motor traffic.fatalities.

that this country doesn't have its highway prob- 
lems even half solved. .When will we get around to 
facing up to this difficult situation?

Onion Flavor Shared by 
Many Home Garden Plants 


Green Onions From OtU*n Seta Can Be Harvested la 


Three Weeks After Sowing. 


Perennial onions, grown from 


Egyptian ''top sets", give the first 
vegetable crop of the year. Green 
onions grown, from, "bottom sets" 
planted early, are produced fci 
three ,weeks from the tune of sow- 
ing. Through the rest of the year it 
is possible to provide the indis- 
pensable onion flavor from various 
members of the onion tribe. 
This flavor can be produced by 


some of the cousins in a form which 
may be more acceptable to you 
than in. the onion. Chives for ex- 
ample, are milder, much less odor- 
ous, 
and especially good in sal- 


ads and cottage cheese. Leeks are 
preferred by the British for flavor- 
ing cooked dishes. And you must 
know about garlic, of which you 
can grow a year's supply in about 
one foot of garden row planted to 
garlic sets. 


Top onion sets, produced by per- 


ennial varieties instead of seeds, 
may be planted in the fall, and will 
produce green onions before the 
ground can be worked in the spring. 
Bottom sets, which -are really 
dwarf onions, checked in growth by 
crowding in the row, may be plant- 
ed in the spring as soon as the 
ground is prepared. 


The smaller sets, sown an inch 


deep, will produce mature onions 
in-two months, much quicker than 
you can grow them from. seed. Use 
the larger sets for green onions, 
and plant them deeper, as much as 
three inches. They grow quickly, 


but usually run to seed and will 
not produce large bulbs. From 
onion seed you 'Vran grow either 
green or \ nature onions, but it will 
take six weeks for the first, and 
four month; for the others. 


Onion plants of Spanish and Ber- 


muda varieties are shipped from 
Texas each spring, to be planted 
in gardens. 'You can grow your 
own Spanish onion plants in a fiat 
started early in the house, or hot- 
bed, 
setting them out when they 
are pencil size. It will take all sea- 
son to mature really good size 
bulbs, but you can feel proud of 
them, and win prizes in the har- 
vest show. 


Chives are perennial, and be- 


sides producing tubular leaves they 
bear lovely mauve blossoms. You 
can start them from seeds, or by 
dividing the roots of established 
plants, and they will make a most 
attractive border for a garden path, 
living many years. 


Leeks are grown from seed, and 


should be transplanted for best re- 
sults. The'English gardeners pride 
themselves 
on exhibition leeks 


which may be grown in this man- 
ner: When the plants are about 
as thick as a lead pencil lift them, 
and set each one in a hole made 
with a dibber. Do not fill the hole, 
but merely cover the roots at the 
bottom with earth and let the hole 
fill naturally. In rich soil the leeks 
will grow to a diameter of an inch 
or more.
